| shipments of the new crop in Septem 
| ber, 1929, totalled 1,650 cars The 
|number of cars inspected to date for 
September of this year total 572, the 
largest number inspected for any one 
day so far this month being 114 cars 
on September 15.4 Offictais at the gov 
ernment inspectiOf offices state, how 
ever, that these figures do not have 
much bearing on the ullimate move 
}ment, as it is possible that before the 
}month closes the total cars Inspected 
may exceed the number passing 
through last year 

Inspectors Ready 

The inspectors are in readiness for

}may commence any time now, Crop 
conditions are far better this year 
jthan they were last, although the 


| weather at threshing time last year 
|} was far more favorable to harvesting

Reports received from the southern 
| portion of the province carry the in- 
formation that shipments there are 
proceeding rapidly. 

When interviewed on the matter
